ohmic contact layer to a front surface of the plurality of epitaxial layers, the first ohmic 
contact layer also acting as a reflector (claim 75); patterning the plurality of epitaxial 
layers below the active region during the deposition of the plurality of epitaxial layers; 
applying at least one first ohmic contact layer to a front surface of the plurality of 
epitaxial layers, the first ohmic contact layer also acting as a reflector (claim 77); 
removing the substrate from a rear surface of the epitaxial layers; depositing dielectric 
films on the epitaxial layers; and texturing the dielectric films, a second ohmic contact 
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layer on a rear surface of the epitaxial layers; the rear surface being surface textured 
(claim 79).
